But thole that were putt to 
the 
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the plonge fox to wade, found the wa⸗ 
ter ſo decpe, that it came aboue their 
ſhulders:a matter to bee marueled at, 
a hardc aduenture, and a ſoꝛe eſcape; 
But by that meancs thei found awaie 
to enter by Ladder at a Gate, where 
thei mal fiuc ſcucrall tymes with 


ſome ſmall power, but could enter no 
moꝛe but onc perſonc at once. Vet hap 
ſerued ſo well, no reſiſtaunce iu that 
cen was made, till thꝛee hundꝛeth 
of the Engliſhe ſoldiours had poſſeſ⸗ 
ſed appecce of the toune: Ind then the 
Aibanoies hoꝛſe menne, thinkyng to 
bꝛeakt thꝛough the foꝛce of footemen, 
charged them. So ſuche as fooliſhely 
aducnturcd to farre of the footemen, 
fell into the daunger ofthe Albanoies, 
whercon the hoꝛſemen gauc an other 
charge, and taſtyng with their bolde⸗ 
neſſe the puſhe otthe Pike, and ſeeyng 
the Engiilhe ſtande ſtoutipat defence, 
thc Alhanoies whecied about, and foꝛ⸗ 
ſooke that maner of fighte , wo the 

| oſſe 
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loſſc of diuers of their hoꝛſemen. 

After which repulce the Albanoies 
had no mynde any moꝛe to come ſo 
nere daunger, whereby the Burgoes 
of the toune beganne to quaile, and 
ſtoode in a little maſe and doubt ofthe 
matter. Then the whole tounes men 
and ſoidiours foꝛſooke the rampiers 
and manned vothe bꝛigges and ſtrea⸗ 
tes as well as thei might: in this ſea⸗ 
ſon and hard fight bothe doubtfuland 
dangerous. The Engliſbe, Scottiſh, 
and all the other Soldiours foz that 
attempt pꝛeſente, hauyng paſſed ouer 
the gates, waͤlles, and places of rea⸗ 
dieſt cntrie, marched foꝛewardes ( cri⸗ 
vng a noble wooꝛde and founde great 
reſiſtaunce at the ende of cuery ſtreate 
by whiche ſbarpe encounter ther were 
fainc by little and littie (as Foꝛtunc 
(crucd their hopes ) to winne their 
ground with ſome loſſe of Sold ours 
who mynded moze victoꝛie, then co⸗ 
wardlie to retixe, and at the laſte with 
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mutche a doe and long bickeryng (the 

tounes menne foz their libertie and li⸗ 
ues, and the aſſailantes foꝛ fame and 
tonqueſte ) thet came in vewe of the 
Market place, where the tounes men 
and their ſtouteſt companics ſtood in 
oer of battaile, euery waic flancked 
with 01dinauncc: But as the French 
man facth, Il fallout aualler cela, the Sol⸗ 
dionrs meanyng to tric what Foꝛ⸗ 
tunc durſte dooc, gaue a luſtie charge, 

and by Gods heipe, and the eate 
courage of ſonderie ſtoute gentilmen, 
and oficers of credite and value, ther 
had the vpper hande of their enemies, 
with whom thei made as ſboꝛt woꝛke 
as thei miht:But in deede befoꝛc ap⸗ 
paàtraunte victoꝛic could any waic bee 
know ie, arcate ſtrug ling and ſtoute 
ſturte on vothe des was fcen . and 
maiſter Jhon Moꝛrice was matched 
with a luſtie Limufter, a bꝛeachleſſe 
Freerical'cd Brother Peter. the one⸗ 


wn annc that made and PORE 
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all the bzotle and buſineſſe, who hab 
put on a reſolute mynde, either to kille 
Maiſter Noꝛruc, oꝛ cls to bee ſlainc 
hym ſell, and dealt blowes lo bzauclie 
in this his determination, that he hitt 
maiſter Moꝛtice with a Halbert two 
fuß thwackes on the Lurate, whiche 
blowes wer ſone reuenged vy mailer 
Noꝛrice, who diſpatched v Frcer, and 
gauc hym a dedde paie in recompence 
of his paincs. This gallaunte Freer 
thus flain, ended all the ſtrief and bio · 
dic bzaulc:fo then euery onc cricd A1 
ſericorde,and fell pitifully at the fecte of 
the Soldiours, who findyng victo2ic 
vled not mutche cxtremitie . Foz the 
nomber of all thoſc that werc ſainc 
were not aboue twoo YZ undecth per⸗ 
ſones:onc letter dcclareth that the go 
ucrnoure with the Jibanoies , dil 
pat a little bctoz< the oucrthzowe 
fiedde (out at a backc oꝛte oꝛ 0 
ſternc) to Louaiu and ſo ſaucd their i 


ueg:àn other lette⁊ laut the goucruoꝛ 
c. ii. was 
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was taken pꝛiſoner. Ourc Engliſhe 
Nation loſte in their companie a fif- 
tcene Commoncrs, but as J belecuc 
thct were all gentiimen Soldiours. 
Foz tothe nomber of thirtie Engliſbe 
men were ſlainc, and fower ſcoꝛe ſoze 
hurte; whiche argues ol ctght hun⸗ 
dꝛeth, one hundꝛeth and moꝛe were 
litzelic to haue paicd their liues fox 
their enterpꝛiſe. And further the loſſe 
ot hurtyng of ſo many oure Nation, 
manifeſtiy declares that ther did moſt 
of the ſeruice , and delerues therefoze 
the moſte honoꝛ:how ſo cuer the pꝛin⸗ 
tyng ofthe firſte newes bee taken and 
vnderſtoode, one Maiſter Smithe, 
twoo valiaunte Licutenantes, Mai⸗ 
ſter humfrey Turner an Enſcante, 
Maiſter Jones a gallant pong Sol⸗ 
diour were woztheiy ſeen ſerue, and 
fiaine in the action. By a miſtoꝛtune 
after the fight Maiſler hitchurche, 
and Maiſter Heddleis bꝛother of the 
Gardc was ſlaine:and ol all the other 

lll Nations 
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Nations that came with the Engliſh, 
as yct can be hn ovonc was but twoo 

per ſones ilainc in the euterpꝛiſe. 
Nowe yct I pꝛaic you. hearc what 
an other man of good credite wꝛote of 
this matter, who ſtoode and plaineiy 
bchcide the ſcruice from the begin⸗ 
ning to thende. The power of twelue 
hundꝛeth in all, whercof cight hun⸗ 
dꝛeth were Engliſbemen, ſet toward 
from Filfoꝛde and came to A, ag 
cager as Yaukes that ſecketh their 
pꝛaic, wadyng tothe chinne, and cli⸗ 
myng ouer Iron gates, as men that 
cared not foꝛ lifc, ſo fame might be got⸗ 
ten. Pea ſurciy ſaicth he. the ſtrengthe 
ofthe tounc conſidered, there was ne⸗ 
uer vnder the cope of heauen, ſuche an 
enterpꝛiſe taken in hand, and brought 
to ſo gloꝛious a victoꝛic. For ſaicth ne 
though very good captaines might af- 
ter long fight a hurtes foꝛſakc the aſ⸗ 
ſault, theſc ſoldicrs wer ſo deſirous of 
ſeruice, that thei would not in any cace 
at

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at uo tyme retire, and becyng entered 
the tounc but a very ſewe, thel fought 
it out ſo manfullte, that maiſter tiou- 
lande oꝛke ſtept into the water wa⸗ 
dyng after them to their ſuccour: Ind 
at the pꝛeſent diſplaiyng of his Enſe⸗ 
ant, ht loſte his Licutcnant,h's Ser⸗ 
geante, and Maiſter Jones his En⸗ 
ſcante bearer, and he hym ſell thotte 
thꝛough his Dablettc , and Maiſter 
Nozricenot as a Collonell, but as a 
common Soldtour, icddc his Doldi⸗ 
02S the waic thzough thicke and chu, 
where moſte daunger appeared, And 
encountered Frier Peter, who was 
check leader of all the Pꝛieſtes in the

And the 
Soldiours were ſo wealthie, that the 
olde tuſtome ot the Spaniardes was 
taken vp againe, foꝛ Dice plate began 
ſo merrilie on the toppe of Dꝛommes 
rdf that money could not tarrie 
in the bot home of mens purles, Men 
that haue by their foꝛzwardnes found 
ſurche good Foꝛtune, are to bee excu⸗ 
ſed though the! merrilie paſſe a little 
money awale at Dice: Declatyng by 
that paſtime whiche ſtandeth on good 
haype to „oz euull luce to loſe.

callyng and birth) that Darin thought 
hym felfhappic ( though vnfoztunate 
PURE he was) to bee conquered of 
tchea noble bl as Alexander, who 
could not onely conquer his owne ał⸗ 
fections, but winne his enemies har⸗ 
tes by his kauourable and Pꝛincelit 
dealynges: And ſurcly greater honoꝛ 
is gottẽ by vlyng victoꝛie wiflelie, then 
by oucrtihzowyng a multitude with 
manhoodce, without ſbewyng mercie 
and gentiincitc . IJ conqucrour by re⸗ 
pꝛeſſyng crueltie by courteſie, is hadd 
in admiration of his verie encmics, 
and a victoꝛ without vertue and piti⸗ 
full conſidcration. ig hated emong his 


kreenſſeg, and oeſpiſed generally ang 
a 
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all kinde of people. Nowe you 1iinfſce 
note that the Engliſbemen, and ſuche 
as entered the toune by hazard, furie 
of ſbotte, danger of ſwozde, and puihe 
of the Pike, are not a little to bee ho⸗ 
noured and pꝛailcd, and moꝛe to bee 
commended then thouſandes of thoſe 
that ſtood a farrc of, and gaue but the 
lookyng on. Ind you mate ſce by the 
ſame ſome mennc arc happie, not onc⸗ 
ly to paſſe thzough many perilles, but 
like wiſe to liue long, and make theun 
ſelues and their ſoldtours ritche: and 
cauſc the fame of their Countric to be 
ſpꝛed as farre as the winde can blow, 
bdꝛ the Sunne mate ſlunc. And the 
moe happic be our Enqliſbemen and 
Scottes men, with au the reſte of this 
attempte, that tizct dwell as pct in the 
place thei hauc taken, andmyndve not 
to parte there fro, tui the pocꝛc Sol 
diours bec pleaſcd And the becpyng 
the ſaied Toune in tieir handes ail 
this while, argues ther haue deferued

too hauc the charge thereof , though 
Me unſire Famma: beate the name to bec 
the Goucrnour of Mac lin. 

Thus haue you heardthe cfecte x 
reherlall of two letters ſent into En⸗ 
lande from thoſe in Flaunders, that 
awe Alachun bothe wonne and loſte, 
which commyng to light and to the o⸗ 
pen eyc of the woꝛide, ſbowes that all 
tounes, fortrclics, and h9:dcs(bee thei 
neuer ſo ſtrõg) arc ſubicct to ſodam o⸗ 
ue alto wes and in the deuinc difpoſts 
tion of the Almightie, who viſiteth a 
nomber of our neighbours, with ma⸗ 
ny kindes of callamities, to make vs 
beart in mynde his Omnipotente po⸗ 
wer, and our owne ducties to GOD 
and our Pꝛnce. This pecce of ſer⸗ 
uice J haue touched, becauſe cuery 
Natrou prcfarrcs their owne Loun- 
triemen, and the Engliſbe doc thei ne⸗ 
uer ſo well, and be the firſt at a bꝛeach 
(oꝛ at the ſaulte of a Tounc) thei are 
the laſt an ſpoken of, and the worſt 

rewarded) 
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rewarded) cfpeciaily where beſte ther 
deſerue, and moſte ſbauld be made of, 
J tcarc it is ume menneg Deaſtenic, 
neither at home noz ab2oadec to reape 
no beneſite of their ſabours ,, So fox 
this ſcaſon J bid you farcweu, myn⸗ 
dyng hercaftex to ſhewe other ſcrui⸗ 
ſes that arc fo2gottcn in my booke of 
chcice, that was oucr halicly Punted, 
and mutt be runne oucr againe,bothe 
fo the fame of ſome therein lelte out, 
aͤnd the troth of ſome matters J was 
w2ong iuſtrueted of. And ta keepe the 
pcopic in ſome good ukyng al me and 
my wooꝛkes. I am pꝛeſeutiy ſettyng 
dut a diſcourſe of the late ycartquake, 
not touched of any witer in Englithe 
here tofoꝛc: Though ſome hauc tou⸗ 
ched many good pointes to bee noted, 
bothe learnedlic and louynglic with 
ductifull oꝛder, declared to God and 
the wozlde. Thus once againe tra 
uyng your patience and iudgemente.
